Co-ops 
pay only a fraction of the tax bill 
that the private merchant has to 
meet. Then, too, the co-ops have 
the vast resources of the Federal

Big Increase 
In County 


President Truman W ill Dedicate Tomorrow the 83-Acre Site W hich W a s Cleared E v C l I u n t i n n c 
a Decade Ago, to Be Developed as a M em orial at a Cost of 30 Million Dollars 
U l l i 
— Much of the Early History of the West W a s Enacted Within That Area.

A historic 
stretch of 
thirty- 
nine square blocks along the cen­ 
tral riverfront in St. Louis will 
be deducted by President Tru­ 
man tomorrow 
afternoon 
in a 
ceremony tied onto the annual re­ 
union of the 35th infantry divi­ 
sion, Mr. Truman’s World War 1 
outlit. 
The 83-acre 
area nas 
been 
cleared of all buildings except the 
St 
Louis of 
Fiance 
Cathedral 
built in 
1334, the 
courthouse 
where the famous Dred Scott sla­ 
very trial was held a century ago 
and an old dwelling known as the 
Rock House. 
It will serve as the 
ambitious site of the Jefferson 
National Expansion memorial, a 
project which can cost 30 mil­ 
lion dollars before it is complet­ 
e d 
trhe memorial will be dedicated 
b$ the 
President as a 
national 
shline to Thomas Jefferson and 
the pioneers who opened the West. 
Several high Washington offic­ 
ials, including John W. Snyder, 
secretary of the 
treasury, " and 
Oscar Chapman, secretary of the 
interior, have been invited to St. 
Louis for this event and the rest 
of the 35th’s reunion program. 
i 
Rich in Historical Lore. 
lAlong with the ground set aside 
tor the memorial comes a rich 
store of historical lore born of 
the site. 
For here was the land­ 
ing place of Father Marquette, 
the first white man to come down 
the Mississippi. 
And in Febru­ 
ary, 1764; a frontier-pushing band 
of French colonials led by Pierre 
Laclede and 
Auguste 
Chouteau 
founded a fur trading outpost that 
was the beginning of St. Louis 
Later the Spanish governor of 
the upper Louisiana territory wa$ 
to establish his headquarters on 
this same riverfront site when the 
French gave up domain over the 
area. 
It was also here that a de 
tachment of troops commanded by 
Major Amos Stoddard took for 
mal possession of the Louisiana 
territory in the name of the Unit 
ed States government on March 
10, 1804. 
Lewis and Clark started thei 
trail-blazing journey 
from 
this 
historic spot. 
Daniel Boone took 
off for the wilderness from here 
Another great early-day visitor 
to the waterfront 
location 
was 
General 
Lafayette, 
who 
found 
himself at home with the French 
settlers who welcomed him. 
At the east 
door 
of the old 
courthouse, not far from the Mis­ 
sissippi’s banks there still can be 
seen the stone auction block on 
which slaves were sold, inside the 
courthouse there is a historical 
museum including mementoes of 
the Dred Scott trial. 
Scott was a Negro slave who 
had sued for his freedom after 
being taken by his master to live 
on tree soil. 
In a decision of mo­ 
mentous importance five years be­ 
fore the outbreak of the Civil war 
the Supreme Court followed up 
the Scott trial by ruling that a 
slave was property and had no 
personal rights. 
This 
was 
the 
law of the land until the Em an­ 
cipation Proclamation of 1863 wip­ 
ed out its meaning. 
Linked W ith Famous Men. 
What is to be the Jefferson m e­ 
morial w-as known first-hand as 
a river landing point by such fa­ 
mous Americans as Abraham Lin­ 
coln, Ulysses S. Grant, Robert E. 
Lee, William Tacumseh Sherman. 
Daniel Webster, Eugene Field and 
Mark Twain. 
But, except for the 
three landmarks, it wbll little ie- 
semble the riverside scene with 
which they became familiar. 
The biggest departure from the 
old days wall be in the erection 
of a stainless steel arch 590 feet 
tall and equipped with an obser­ 
vation gallery and elevator. Bas­ 
ed on a prize-winning design by 
Eero Saarinen, 
a 
Finnish-born 
architect, it wall be placed along­ 
side the levee so as to form a 
liam e for the old courthouse Jour 
blocks off the river. 
This build­ 
ing will be restored as it was in 
1862. 
With an extreme modernistic 
style that 
already has 
spurred 
much argum ent in itself, the arch 
w’ill bear the controversial title of 
“Gateway to the West.” St. L< ui? 
well may have been that at one 
time but there are other cities 
with as much right to claim the 
title. 
Among the other features plan­ 
ned for the roomy memorial are 
a museum with terraced garden 
and an open-air cafe on its roof, 
a square including the old cathe­ 
dral and a village giving a yista 
of early St. Louis. 
In . addition 
there will eventully be a- cam p­ 
fire theater and an open space 
on the slope upw ard gk om , the 
river laid out w ith sculptured de­ 
signs to depict m ajor happenings 
in the city’s history. 
Much of the site w ill be heav­ 
ily wooded to provide a frontier 
backdrop.

Th ere were- no fine dresses, no 
greenhouse flowers, no presents. 
The audience usually was limited 
to most of the parents and a few 
residents who

to do. Usually, the program was 
begun at 10 o’clock in the m o r­ 
ning, ending at 
11. 
The 
function, 
however, 
was 
not so simple as the present gen­ 
eration might believe. Every girl 
graduate was required to read an 
essay. Every boy was required to 
d eliver an oration. To often, those 
ponderous discussions and v e x a ­ 
tious problems w ere written by a 
local lawyer, Theodore S. Shaw , 
who collected a modest fee for his 
j trouble. 
! 
I was graduated at the age of 
j 17. My plan was to discuss the 
! grave subject, “Yesterday, Today 
! and Tom orrow ,” about 
which 
I 
j had written and memorized quite 
I a long article. A short time before 
the graduation date, however, the 
great Huymarket riots in Chicago 
threw our country into a frenzy 
of excitem ent and rage. An organ­ 
ization of anarchists hurled bombs 
into a squad of policemen, killing 
several and wounding others. A n ­ 
archism was being preached in all 
oiir large cities at that time. It 
was the doctrine of leveling soc­ 
iety with fire and sword. 
This tragedy convinced me that 
w e w ere in the midst of an em e r- 
agency that it was no time for 
w eaklings or for orations which 
dealt with abstract thought. W ith 
one stroke I brushed my original 
program num ber aside and began 
grappling with the living issue of 
anarchism . On the appointed day 
I delved deeply into the history of 
such movements, proving beyond 
a shadow of a doubt the utter use­ 
lessness of violence as an avenue 
through which to sell the world 
on a questionable idea. In fact, I 
proudly led up to a clim ax which 
proved that 
the 
only 
hope 
for 
success was 
in evolution rath er 
than revolution. Results were r e ­ 
m arkable. 
Fro m 
that 
very 
day, 
anarchism began to lose ground. 
In the course of a few years it 
had passed entirely off the A m er­ 
ican stage. 
I mention the above as a hint 
to educational authorities e v e ry ­ 
w here. There is no telling w hat 
m ight be accom plished, now that 
senior classes are six times m ore 
num erous than back in the e ig h t­ 
ie s ,

Agent Advises On Good 


Poultry Practices 


Practices which can help boost 
poultry profits this fall and winter 
a ic culling, good rations, and the 
usc °* electric lights in the laying 
house, says County Agent Tom B. 
Stroup. 


First cull the old birds carefully 
before 
carrying 
them 
over 
this 
winter. On most poultry farm s it 
is more profitable to sell off all 
old birds and maintain all pullets. 
This is especially true with heavy 1 
breed hens. A twenty per cent drop 
*n egg production can be expected 
the second-year hens. 
After culling the flock, use a 1 
good balanced ration to feed the 
birds. Figure the ration on 
the 
basis of an all mash or laying mash 


and 
grain; 
using 
hom e 
m ixed 
grains if possible. B e sure to keep 
the ration up to about 15 per cent 
protein. Consult your County E x ­ 
tension Agent for detailed figures 
on rations, if in doubt. H ave plenty 
of 
hopper 
space; 
four 
hoppers 
about five feet long are needed for 
100 birds. 


E lectric lights can help m aintain 
egg production. L ights m ay be held 
in reserve until needed, but when 
birds begin to slow up, the use of 
lights will usually give the needed 
length of daylight hours to m ain ­ 
tain production. 
When night lights are used a ten 
to fifteen watt bulb is recom m en d ­ 
ed. W here morning lights are used, 
a 40 w att bulb gives good results.

Homemakers 
Learn Outdoor 
Cooking 


Outdoor Cookery was the lesson 
taught by Flora L. Carl, extension 
specialist in nutrition to all inter­ 
ested homemakers last Friday at 
Felker’s Park. This was an open 
meeting held as an extra activity 
for all those who were interested. 
Miss Carl pointed out the main 
features to include in all outdoor 
cookery and encouraged the group 
to balance a picnic meal as any 
other, by having a main dish, a 
vegetable, a salad, dessert and bev­ 
erage. 
The informality of such a meal 
lends itself well to more fun and a ! 
means of taking care of larger 
crowds than a home could accom­ 
modate. Work of picnics should be 
divided so that everyone can as­ 
sist with the preparation. Miss Carl 
named the foods that were to be 


| served, divided the various tasks 
I and assigned these to different 
J groups. One group prepared the 
meat, another the potatoes, dessert 
and beverage. 
Meat, potatoes and apples were 
all baked in a bed of coals in alu m ­ 
inum foil. Potatoes were hollowed 
out in the center and some filled 
with cheese and some bacon. A p ­ 
ples were cut in half and core re ­ 
moved so the heat would be more 
evenly 
distributed. 
Coffee 
was 
placed in cheese cloth bags and 
added to gallon buckets of w ater. 
Heavenly Crisp was m ade by 
toasting m arshmallows and then 
placing them on a small piece of 
chocolate 
between 
two 
graham 
crackers. Cabbage and apple salad 
was made and served from a large 
cabbage head bowl. This was m ade 
by removing the center of the cab­ 
bage, saving enough for a nice 
round bowl. The cabbage th a t w as 
removed was chopped and com ­ 
bined with apples and salad dress­ 
ing and the bowl refilled. 
Miss Carl also taught the group 
how to make small stoves using

Underground wiring, as shown in 
the above illustration, may be used 
in place of overhead wiring between 
buildings as well as for the service 
connections to the power line. It may 
be used with pole metering, outdoor 
or indoor metering for service con­ 
ductors. 
I _ Here are some of its advantages: It 
is more permanent, costs less per year 
to maintain because of its extremely 
long life, can not be damaged by sleet 
and windstdt-ms and adds to the beauty 
of the farm since it elminates poles 
and overhead wires. 
The common types of conductors, 
recognized for use in wet locations 
(Type RW Wire, Type TW Wire) and 
lead covered cable, can be used for 
underground wiring if installed in 
metallic 
or 
non-metallic 
conduits. 
Special types of cables also can be 
used underground without conduit. 
For 
direct 
burial, 
the required 
number of single conductor cables 
(or multi-conductor cable) are placed 
in a single narrow trench 14 inches 
or more in depth and covered with 
earth fill. Type USE Cables can be 


placed in metallic or non-metallic 
conduit at spots where it may seem 
advisable to provide additional pro­ 
tection. Where the cable must be run 
up a pole, it should be placed in pipe, 
or conduit, as shown above, for a 
he:^ | t of at least 8 feet up the side cf 
the vole. It may be desirable also to 
provide additional protection where 
the cable is placed on the side of a 
building, such as for outside metering 
on the side of a house. 
For bringing the cable through the 
foundation of a building, it is recom­ 
mended that it be run through a piece 
of conduit or pipe placed in the foun­ 
dation. In such cases, the cable should 
be wrapped with tar or some other 
non-hardening 
calking 
compound, 
stuffiing it snugly into the conduit or 
pipe. This provides a tight seal and 
prevents seepage into the building 
and the formation of ice in the open­ 
ing in cold weather. 
It is advisable to provide a certain 
amount of slack in the cables by 
making a loop or “U” shaped bend in 
the cables adjacent to the foundation. 
This allows for shifting of the foun- 
lation and upheaval of the ground 
where there are conditions of deep 
frost.

Five Are Sons of Trinity Church Pastor and Another Son Is Studying for the 
Ministry— Congregation if 465 Members W ill Celebrate Seventy-Fifty Anni­ 
versary Tomorrow in New and Modern Edifice Erected Following Fire of 1942.

ALMA, Mo. has only 400 in­ 
habitants, and its Trinity L uther­ 
an church—which will celebrate 
its seventy-fifth anniversary to­ 
m orrow —has 465 
members, in­ 
cluding farm families from round 
about. 
Yet from that town and 
that church, thirty-six young men 
have become ministers since the 
church was organized. 
Five of the thirty-six are sons 
of the present pastor, the second 
full-tim e pastor of the church. A 
sixth son is studying for the m in­ 
istry, and a daughter, is the wife 
of a minister. 
In addition, 
the 
congregation 
only a little more than a year ago 
dedicated a large brick and stone 
church in place of an old frame 
structure which caught fire during 
a worship service in 1942 and was 
destroyed. 
Pastor Has Large Family. 
The pastor, 
the Rev. A. 
H. 
Griesse, modestly 
disclaims re­ 
sponsibility for having influenced 
many of the young men to enter 
the ministry, but the num ber of 
his sons who followed his example 
should indicate his words have 
carried weight. 
Mr. Griesse is a 
tall, sturdy, erect man who is 70 
years old today. 
He and his wife, 
Mrs. Lydia Griesse, have reared 
ten children. 
One son, Richard 
Griesse, is a farm er near Kearney, 
Neb. 
The other children are the Rev. 
Arnold W. Griesse, 39, of Elwood, 
Neb.; the Rev. R. W. Griesse, 38, 
of Seward, Neb., who is an in­ 
structor at a teacher’s college; the 
Rev. W. E. Griesse, 33, of North 
Little Rock, Ark.; the Rev. El­ 
mer Griesse, 31, of India, a mis­ 
sionary;

It is a few miles off a 
highway and life appears to be 
leisurely as the 400 residents go 
about their work and recreation. 
About half the 
persons in

town are m em bers of the Trinity 
church, while the rem ainder of its 
m embership is m ade up from fam ­ 
ilies living on 
near-by 
farms. 
Eight miles south <>f Alma is Con­ 
cordia, Mo., w here the L utheran 
church m aintains St. Paul’s col­ 
lege. 
Student Pastors at First. 
The Trinity church was started 
in 1875 after the Rev. F. W. Blitz 
from Concordia preached at the 
school. 
Of the group he address­ 
ed, eight formed the charter m em ­ 
bership list. 
At first the church 
was served part time by a young 
man who was studying for the 
ministry, William Bollinger. 
Mr. 
Bollinger preached at services and 
taught the school of the church. 
In 
1879 
the Rev. 
Frederick 
Rolling was called as the first full­ 
time pastor of the church. 
He 
had just completed his ministerial 
training, and the Alma post was 
his first. 
It also w as his last. 
He 
remained as leader of the L u th ­ 
eran band until his retirem ent in 
1921. 
At that time Mr. Griesse, who 
had held other pastorates in v a r­ 
ious parts of the synod, was called 
to the church. 
The population 
ef Alma 
hasn’t 
changed much 
since then. 
Mr. Griesse believes 
it was 393 in 1921. 
Many Long-Time Members. 
Many of the church’s com m uni­ 
cants have 
been 
m embers for 
much of its existence. 
The oldest 
m em ber is believed to be E. Wil­ 
liam Lohoefner, now 89 years old. 
Mr. and Mrs. John Tiemann, who 
have been 
m arried 
fiftv-sevcn 
years, have been m em bers sixtv- 
six years. 
There are nine other 
couples in the congregation who 
have been m arried fifty years or 
more. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Tie­

The imposing edifice dedicated 
M arch 27. 1949, by the congrega­ 
tion dominates the north part of 
the town. 
That modern struc­ 
tu re’s dedication climaxed seven 
years of raising funds, collecting 
m aterials and 
doing the 
work, 
following the destruction by fire 
of the old frame church which 
had housed the congregation most 
of its years. 
That fire started one day while 
w orship services w ere being held. 
Despite the intensity and rapidity 
of the blaze, all those in the a u ­ 
dience escaped without injury. 
“ Wo were able to save only 
a few pews,” Pastor Griesse re­ 
calls. 
“ Wo started a fund for the 
new building and started work 
i ight away; but then, during the 
w ar we couldn’t get materials to 
finish.

a long time.” 
Churth Presses Ahead. 
The structure would be large 
even 
by city church standards, 
with its auditorium that seats 500 
persons and a parochial school for 
more than seventy grade school 
children. 
But its completion has 
not put an end to the progress of 
the congregation.

ing 1,800 pounds was dedicated 
May 7, and the gioup now is sav­ 
ing money to purchase a public 
address system.

In T he G lobe D em ocrat 


W hen I w as a boy the w ord 
com m encem ent w as u n know n w ith 
the ending of schobl term s. Som e 
educators 
called

G raduation 
Exercises, others End of school. 
T here were- no fine drosses, no 
greenhouse flowers, no presents. 
The audience usually w as lim ited 
to m ost of the p are n ts and a few 
residents w ho had nothing else 
to do. U sually, the pro g ram w as 
begun at 10 o'clock in the m o r­ 
ning, ending at 11. 
T he 
function, 
how ever, 
w as 
not so sim ple as the present g en ­ 
eration m ight believe. E very girl 
g rad u a te w as req u ired to read an 
essay. Every boy w as req u ired to 
deliver an oration. To often, those 
ponderous discussions and v ex a­ 
tious problem s w ere w ritten by a 
local law yer, T heodore S. Shaw , 
w ho collected a m odest fee for his 
trouble. 
I w as g rad u ated at th e age of 
17. My plan w as to discuss the 
grave subject, “ Y esterday, Today 
and T om orrow ,” about 
w hich 
I 
had w ritten and m em orized quite 
a long article. A short tim e before 
the g rad u a tio n date, how ever, the 
great H a y m a rk et riots in Chicago 
th rew our co u n try into a frenzy 
ol excitem ent and rage. A n o rg an ­ 
ization of an archists hurled bom bs 
into a squad of policem en, killing 
several and w o u n d in g others. A n ­ 
archism w as being p reached in all 
ofur large cities at th a t time. It 
was the doctrine of leveling soc­ 
iety w ith fire an d sw ord. 
This trag e d y convinced m e that 
we w ere in the m idst of an em er- 
agency th a t it w as no tim e for 
w eaklings or for orations w hich 
dealt w ith abstract thought. W ith 
one stroke I bru sh ed m y original 
pro g ram n u m b e r aside and began 
grappling w ith the living issue of 
anarchism . On the appointed day 
I delved deeply into the history of 
such m ovem ents, proving beyond 
a shadow of a doubt the u tte r u se­ 
lessness of violence as an avenue 
through w hich to sell th e w orld 
on a q uestionable idea. In fact, I 
proudly led up to a clim ax which 
proved th a t 
the 
only 
hope 
for 
success w as in evolution ra th e r 
than revolution. R esults w ere re ­ 
m arkable. 
F rom that 
very day, 
an arch ism began to lose ground. 
In the course of a few years it 
had passed en tirely off th e A m er­ 
ican stage. 
I m ention the above as a hint 
to educational au th o rities e v e ry ­ 
w here.

Agenl Advises On Good 


Poultry Practices 


Practices w hich can help boost 
poultry profits this fall an d w inter 
are culling, good rations, and the 
use of electric lights in th e laying 
house, says C ounty A gent Tom B. 
Stroup. 


First cull the old birds carefully 
before carrying them 
over 
this 
winter. On m ost poultry farm s it 
is more profitable to sell off all 
old birds and m aintain all pullets. 
This is especially true w ith heavy 
breed hens. A tw enty per cent drop 
in egg production can be expected 
the second-year hens. 
After culling the flock, use a 
good balanced ration to feed the 
birds. Figure the ration on the 
basis of an all m ash or laying m ash 


and 
grain; 
using 
h o m e mixed 
grains if possible. Be s u re to keep 
the ration u p to ab o u t 15 p er cent 
protein. C onsult your C o u n ty E x ­ 
tension A gent for d etailed figures 
on rations, if in doubt. H av e plen ty 
of 
hopper 
space; 
fo u r 
h o p p ers 
about five feet long a re needed for 
100 birds. 
Electric lights can h elp m a in tain 
egg production. Lights m ay be held 
in reserve until needed, b u t w h en 
birds begin to slow up, th e use of 
lights will usually give the n eed ed 
length of d ay lig h t h o u rs to m a in ­ 
tain production. 
When night lights are used a te n 
to fifteen w a tt bulb is re c o m m e n d ­ 
ed. W here m orning lights are used, 
a 40 w att bulb gives good results.

Fall Is Time 
To Start 
New Lawns 


“Fall usually is the ideal season 
to start a new lawn or improve an 
old one,” County Agent Tom B. 
Stroup 
rem inds 
home 
owners. 
Many of the good perennial grass­ 
es of cool, humid regions have their 
dorm ant period 
in midsummer, 
then start heavy growth in cool fall 
weather. 
If encouraged 
at this 
season, such grass has a head start 
in the spring over crabgrass and 
weeds. 
Before seeding or fertilizing this 
fall, home owners m ay well con­ 
sider two of the new er aids for the 
lawn. One is the new practice of 
j making the soil porous by machine, 
| so that it absorbs rain and fertiliz- 
j er easily. A common cause of poor 
j turf is hard-packed soil. As much 
as 80 per cent of one rainfall may 
I tun off and frequent watering is 
| needed to keep grass alive. Aerifi- 
. cation of the soil saves water, 
| makes for efficiency in fertilizing 
| as well as saving time, 
j 
With the seed bed preparation, 1 
I soil tests of the lawn should be 
j made with a sample representing ! 
I the top seven inches of soil in the ; 
lawn. A complete mixed fertilizer I 


and lime should be applied at t.rne 
of seeding with a good lawn grass 
or grass m ixture. Fertilizing and 
liming 
according 
to 
tests 
help 
these grasses get started and thus 
make for greater freedom from 
weeds and wild grasses. 
A nother new practice for year- 
round fine lawns is a m ixture of 
cool season grasses (bluegrass, fes­ 
cue, bentgrass) with warm-season 
grasses (berm uda, zoysia) which 
are promising for greatest freedom 
from weeds and economical up­ 
keep. The new Merion (B-27) blue 
grass is one of the best of the cool- 
season varieties tested in combi­ 
nation with w arm -season grasses. 
Alta and K entucky 31 fescue also 
show promise. 
Berm uda is not recom m ended' 
w here other grasses will grow. On 
sandy law ns a good top dressing of 
barnyard m anure or cotton hulls 
would be highly beneficial, disked 
or worked into the soil. Bermuda 
may be a grass that will withstand 
hot w eather on sandy lawns.
